The convoy was assembled as follows: A State Police car in the 
lead followed by 18 city policemen on motorcycles, A county police car, 
7 Alabama Highway Patrol cars, the Trailways bus #P-220 containing 15 
freedom riders, and some members of the Alabama National Guard. The bus 
was followed by a military car. (National Guard), a Alabama Highway Patrol car 
and 20 newspapermen in cars.

The first group:of éleven: Negroes and one white man 
left Montgomery a few minutes after 7:00 a.m., CST, by Trailways 
bus. The bus was heavily escorted by state and local authorities 
to the Mississippi line where. the escort duties were assumed 
by state and local authorities of Mississippi. 


Although it had been first planned that the bus would 
stop at Meridian, Mississippi, it was rerouted and arrived in 
Jackson at approximately 3:55 p.m., CST. Four of the freedom 
riders attempted to enter the white restaurant and the remainder 
of the group attempted to proceed to the white rest rooms. 

The entire group was arrested on charges of breach of the peace 
and failure to obey the lawful order of a police officer. 

The group is held in lieu of $1,000 bond each. A list of those 
arrested is attached to this memorandum.

Guard could protect them throughout the city. | He pointed out that 
the biggest security problem is protecting Abernathy's residence 
and felt that floodlights should be installed to cover ail 
approaches, including the rear.

SAC Casper advised that General Graham specifically 
asked that the officials of the FBI be given his personal thanks 
for the information he had received regarding the possible 
ambush of the buses carrying the original group of freedom riders 
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from Montgomery, Alabama, to Jackson, Mississippi. This 
apparently refers to the information we furnished General Graham 
relative to the group headed by| jwhich reportedly 
was going to bomb one of the buses as it approached the 
Mississippi State line. The general stated he felt the informa- 
tion was completely reliable and this ambush would have taken 
place if adequate security measures had not been taken to protect 
the buses en route to Mississippi. He stated he personally

The Chicago Committee to Defend the Bill of Rights (CCDBR), 
maintains headquarte-s in Room 811, 189 West Madison Street, 
Chicago, Illinois. 


A source advised in July, 1960, that key leaders of the 
Communist Party (CP) met with RICHARD CRILEY, the then Executive 
Secretary of the Chicago Committee to Defend Democratic Rights (CCDDR), 
and a member of the Civil Liberties Commission, CP of Illinois. At 
this meeting, CRILEY indicated that the climate in the United States 
on civil liberties and civil rights issues had changed to the extent 
that it was now possible to proceed to form an organization with broader 
mass support than the present CCDDR. By so doing, CRILEY believed 
that people who would not associate themselves with the CCDDR because 
of the narrow scope of the purposes of this organization, tbat is, 
defense of Smith Act victims, Taft-Hartley victims, etc., would join 
a Civil Liberties and Civil Rights organization built around a broader 
issue, such as:the Abolishment of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities (HCUA). The CP leaders, after receiving assurance from 
CRILEY that any new organization that might evolve would protect the 
Party interests in the same manner as the old CCDDR, authorized 
CRILEY to proceed with his plan to form a broader organization than: 
the CCDDR. . b7D 


A ]source advised on October 31, 1960, that a new 
organization known as the Chicago Committee to Defend the Bill of 
Rights was formally launched in Chicago at a meeting on October 26, E 
1960. The stated primary purpose of the new organization was to seek ` 5 
the abolition of the HCUA, and RICHARD CRILEY was named as its Taes 
Executive Secretary, after having been the guiding force in arranging 5 
the October 26, 1960 meeting.

Illinois, the name of the CJDC was changed to the Chicago Committee 
to Defend Democratic Rights (CCDDR). The purpose of the CCDDR, 
according to its "Statement of Principles and Organization" was to 

",...defend and extend the human rights embodied in the Bill of 
Rights....and to put an end to the political and racial persecutions 
which threaten American democracy today." 


source further advised on May 18, 1960, that as 
of May, 1960, the CCDDR continued to function within the framework of 
its stated principles and that in accordance with its "Statement of 
Principles and Organization" had a number of "Working Committees" 
which included the Chicago Smith Act Families Committee, South Side 
Freedom Committee, and Taft-Hartley Working Committee, The source 
further stated that as of May, 1960, RICHARD CRILEY was serving.as 
the Executive Secretary of the CCDDR. 


This same source advised on February 8, 1961, that the CCDDE 
continued to operate until October 26, 1960 when the Chicago Committee 
to Defend the Bill of Rights  (CCDBR) was formed and the offices and . 
assets of what was formerly the CCDDR were taken over by the CCDBR. At 
the October 26, 1960 meeting, a referendum for approval of the above 
described action was called for, and subsequently, votes were solicited 
from "associates" of the old CCDDR.

The six freedom riders arrested at Jackson 6/10/61 and the six 
freedom riders arrested at Jackson 6/11/61 were convicted of breach of the 
peace in Jackson Municipal Court 6/12/61. Each was sentenced to serve four 
months in jail and fined $200. No sentences were suspended, 


— Since 5/24/61, 110 freedom riders have been arrested at Jackson, 

Mississippi Twenty-two have been released ‘on bond, four have been released 
upon payment of fines and 84 remain in custody. Eight freedom riders in custody 
at the city jail are refusing to eat. 


Sheriff J, Robert Gilfoy, Hinds County, Mississippi, advised that the 

` County Board of Supervisors on 6/12/61. authorized the sheriff to transfer freedom 
riders from the Hinds County Jail and the Jackson City Jail to the Mississippi 

` State Penitentiary at Parchman, Mississippi. This-may be done as the sheriff 
deems it necessary to relieve the crowded condition of the jails. Such transfers 
. are to be made upon the approval of the Circuit Court of the First Judiciary District 
of Hinds.County and Hinds County authorities will supervise. the freedom riders 
while they are at the State Penitentiary.
